If some day soon an autogiro 
suddenly rises up from some point 
near the new post office and flies 
away toward Candler field, don’t 
be surprised. 

Such a scene would jolt a body 
today, but there’s a very definite 
possibility that air mail service 
between the post office and the 
airport may be realized within a 
relatively short time. 

Such service, in the experimen- 
tal stage, began operating yester- 
day in Philadelphia between its 
post office downtown and Camden 
airport a few miles away. And if 
it proves successful, post’ office 
and airline officials predict that 
Atlanta will be one of the first 
cities to get this added wrinkle in 
Uncle Sam’s effort to speed the 
mails by clipping every possible 
second from transit time. 

That’s not ‘all. They predict, 
too, that light planes and auto-

PRISONER KILLED 
AT LEAST 2 MORE 


Bricklayer, 52, Confesses 
Butchering Woman, 42, 
Tossing Body on Dump 
and Head Into Lake Erie 


CLEVELAND, July 7.— 
(AP)—A short, heavily-mus- 
cled bricklayer tonight signed a 
confession ‘of one of Cleve- 
land’s 12 “torso murders,” 
Sheriff Martin L. O’Donnell an- 
nounced. Authorities continued 
to grill the prisoner in an effort 
to solve the deaths of other 
butchered victims. 


“We think he is involved in 


at least two more,”’ O’Donnell 
said. “He signed a confession but 
I don’t think all of it’s truthful. 
When he signs one we're satisfied 
with, we'll charge him with first- 
degree murder.” 

The prisoner is “Frank Dolezal, 
,a Bohemian,” the sheriff said. 

He and county detectives man- 
acled the 52-year-old unmarried 
man and took him to point out 
where parts of the body of Mrs. 
Florence Polillo, 42, were thrown 
on a rubbish heap, and then to the 
shore to show where her head and 
other parts were tossed into Lake 
Erie. 

Points Out Spot. 
“He showed us where he threw 


| the torso on the rubbish heap,” 


ll. saidy “Then. we got 
 aatanhate to point out where it 
was found, and it was right the 
very spot. 

“T really think he’s in on some 
of the other torso murders. We 
think he is involved in at least two 
more—Rose Wallace, 40, a negro, 
and Edward W. Andrassy, 28. He 
knew them both.” 

Twelve headless dead have been 
found in Cleveland since Septem- 
ber, 1935. Parts of the body of 
Mrs. Polillo, a 160-pound waitress, 
were found on the rubbish dump 
January 26, 1936. She was victim 
No. 3. Andrassy, No. 2, was found 
September 20, 1935, and the Wal- 
lace woman, June 6, 1937. 

Work of Skilled Maniac. 

Coroner S. R. Gerber and some 
other authorities previously ex- 
pressed opinion all 12 killings 
were the work of one surgically 
skilled maniac who emasculated 
the bodies of some of his five fe- 
male and seven male victims. 
Among the emasculated were Mrs. 
Polillo and Andrassy.

South Will Save the Nation, 
W. D. Anderson Declares 


Fact-Finders, Meeting in Macon, Hear Textile Executive 
Reply to NEC’s Report on Economic 
Conditions in South. 


MACON, Ga. July 7.—(/)— 
| Critical of President Roosevelt’s 
description of the south as the na- 

tion’s No. 1 economic problem, W. 


bo Anderson, Macon textile manu- 
facturer, tonight classed this with 
| “many other statements and ac- 
l tions of recent date that have 
proven to be unwise, indiscreet, 
immature and without that foun- 
dation of fact that ought to un- 
dergird a pronouncement from 
high governmental sources.” 

The president of the Bibb Man- 
ufacturing Company prepared his 
talk for a meeting of the citizens’ 
fact finding committee of Georgia. 

“I think the south is going to 
save this nation,” Anderson de- 
clared. “We shall have to go 
through travail and sweat some 
blood to pay the frightful debt 
that has been piled on us, but we 
can do that if we do not wait too 
long to get about it.” 

NEC Report. 

Reviewing the preparation and 
distribution of the National Emer- 
gency Council report on ecoromic 
conditions in the south, Anderson 
continued: 

“The circumstances all tempt us 
to fear that the report was hastily 
prepared without a proper study 
of the facts, and without any prop- 
er analysis of the available data, 
in order to give the President an 
opportunity to slap the south on 
the wrist and gratify his propen- 
sity to scold when he cannot have 
his way and when he cannot con- 
trol. 

“It is quite likely that the south 
has been a thorn in the Presi- 
dent’s side all along, and I predict 
that before the record is closed 
we shall cause him, and those who 
are attempting through him to im- 
pose their will on us, a consider- 
able amount of discomfort.” 

Negro Population. 

“T presume it is safe to say that 
the greatest handicap from which 
the south has suffered is found 


in its large negro population. 
Brought to these shores as slaves, 
and therefore without responsi- 
bility for their presence here, 
there is a strong probability that 
the negro has always been an 
economic liability, 
the period when slavery was at 
its height. ‘While it is doubtful 
whether slavery was ever a pay- 
ing institution, it is certainly true 
that with the publication of the 
emancipation proclamation at the 
end of the War Between the 
States, the south lost heavily when 
the wealth it had accumulated in 
slaves was swept away.” 

Taxation, inequitable freight 
rates and the problems of indus- 
try were discussed in detail, es- 
pecially in respect to governmen- 
tal controls over business. 

Capital Wary. 

“Men everywhere are afraid to 
venture more capital in the ex- 
pansion of the business they now 
have or in the development of a 
new business, until they can de- 
termine whether or not the Amer- 
ican system is -to be perpetuated, 
whether or not this country is to 
continue to operate under the en- 
terprise system or under some type 
of authoritarian system,” Ander- 
son said. “Businessmen doubt that 
our government is really friendly 
to business. 

“The release from these intol- 
erable conditions will come when 
American citizens realize they are 
about to lose their priceless her- 
itage and are. determined to reas- 
sert their independence. This coun- 
try must return to sanity and 
soundness in its thinking and in 
its processes of government. 

“If that could happen we could 
look forward to the day when 
Georgia would blossom like a rose. 
. « e The level of living would go 
up. Taxes would go down and no 
section of this nation would enjoy 
greater prosperity or greater hap- 
piness than would we of the 
south.”

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WPA-On Strike! 

The shade of Lewis Carroll must be feeling 
a twinge of regret in some literary Valhalla to- 
day. For, in all the fantasy he wrote into the 
story of “Alice in Wonderland” he did not think 
of anything more illogical than the news that 
WPA workers have gone “on strike” in protest 
against a congressional ruling they must give 
130 hours of work a month—an average of five 
hours a day for a six-day week—in return for 
their pay envelopes. 

Federal Administrator F. C. Harrington, at 
Washington, announced that any workers who 
did not return to their jobs within five days 
would have no jobs to which to return. Which 
revealed a degree of determination gratifying 
to most of the country, though a majority of 
taxpayers would undoubtedly find even greater 
gratification in a ruling that no worker who 
“struck” against the WPA, for such a reason, 
could return at any time. 

For this so-called strike comes as startling 
revelation as to a basic condition among the 
“unemployed” in the United States, which 
should awaken the country as a whole. The 
revulsion that will, in all probability, follow 
will go far to bring so-called “work relief” to 
drastic limitation, at least, and possibly to 
an end, | 

For it has been the belief of the general 
public, the voters and taxpayers, that workers 
on WPA are on those rolls only because it has 
been impossible for them to find private em- 
ployment, The WPA roster has formed a size- 
able segment of the “12,000,000 unemployed,” 
who have been used as emotion-rousing propa- 
ganda by politicians. The steady rise in the 
national deficit, up to almost 45 billions, has 
been explained and condoned as necessary to 
care for those who, without relief in one form 
or another, would starve. In short, the penni- 
less unemployed. 

Congress has voted, and the people have ap- 
proved, billions of dollars for the WPA on the 
theory that, by this means, desirable projects 
are being completed and, at the same time, a 
couple of million and more otherwise unem- 
ployed workers are being provided sustenance 
in decent manner, without resort to outright 
charity, or the dole. 

In future, following this “strike” of WPA 
beneficiaries who object to a five-hour work 
day as too long, appeals for further billions of 
tax-collected moneys for support of the WPA 
will be received with skepticism, both by con- 
gress and by the people. 

For, surely, no man who is unwilling to work 
five hours a day—130 hours a month—in return 
for a living wage, is in serious need of employ- 
ment. And, of equal surety, no such man or 
woman can have any justifiable claim on local 
or federal relief, in any other form. 

It is said many WPA workers have been put- 
ting in a comparatively few hours on that job, 
have been drawing their monthly WPA pay, 
and have had time to hold other positions, un- 
der other names, as well. 

It is not the American way to permit any 
among us to starve. Taxes which now take 
28 cents of every dollar in the national income, 
and which obligate an additional 12 cents of 
each dollar through debts and deficits, are 
borne cheerfully just so long as the need is held 
to be genuine. 

But, with the attitude of WPA workers as 
exemplified in this fantastic “strike,” made 
evident to the nation, there will be popular de- 
mand that much of the money hitherto spent 
on WPA be saved, thus reducing the treasury 
deficit, and that private industry be thus given 


a better chance to absorb all of the unemployed © 


willing to work, including those on WPA who 
ask only a proper chance to work for a living. 

Which qualification, it would seem, rules 
out those who “strike” against a five-hour day. 
For it is evident they do not desire a reasonable 
chance to work for a living.

Trend Watchers 
The most careful students of trends in in- 
dustry, finance, business and economics gen- 
erally may, of course, find their predictions go 
as far a-gley as any of the well laid plans of 
homo sapiens or minor rodent. 


Yet there is encouragement in the report 
from Wall street, that the best trend watchers 
there are of the opinion that, barring the out- 
break of a European war, business indices gen- 
erally would be on the rise in the United States 
for the next three months, at least. 

In corroboration of this optimistic forecast, 
the prosperity predictors point to the Associated 
Press index of industrial activity, which uses 
1929-30 conditions for its basic 100, and which 
shows an upward movement, without interrup- 
tion, for the past seven weeks. The figure, 
according to this index, is now 88.6 compared 
with 67.9 for the same date in 1938. 

Some are expecting a 15 per cent improve- 
ment in industrial activity for the third quarter 
of the current year, above that of 1938, while 
a September rise in general business of 5 per 
cent, the fastest for the year, is also anticipated. 

While such statistical studies and forecasts 
may not mean much to the average unemployed 
man, seeking a job, they do, nevertheless, lend 
encouragement to the growing belief that the 
worst of depression, recession or what have you, 
is over. Better times for American business 
generally are seen ahead and, if those hopes 
prove reliable, that means better times for the 
entire nation and everyone in it. 


However, in analyzing all business predic- 


tions, for the next year or more, it is wise.to < 


look into the political affiliations of the predic- 
tors. For it will be to the tremendous ad- 
vantage of the administration if the nation can 
be convinced that the hard times are fading 
from view. Then, the claim can be made, “we 
planned it that way.” 

On the other hand, if unemployment con- 
tinues at its present heavy ratio, if business is 
still hesitant and uncertain and if the national 
economic outlook has not brightened by election 
time in 1940, there will be potent ammunition 
ready for the champions of that party which, 
for seven years, has been on the outside look- 
ing in. 


And there is no indication, in the Wall Street 
report on its trend watchers, as to the political 
views of these students of graphs, worshipers 
of indices and devotees of the economic sta- 


tistic. | 
Sheer Absurdity 


Senator Joseph Guffey has “demanded” that 
President. Roosevelt be re-elected in 1940. Asa 
practical politician, the senator quite naturally 
desires a third term for the President, bread 
and butter being what they are. 


But for an ostensibly responsible American 
to advocate a third term on the theory that 
the election of another man would mean dic- 
tatorship or civil war in 1944 is so utterly ridicu- 
lous as to raise the question of the wisdom of 
the voters who named him to office. Certain it 
is they have been misled. 


To argue that the President has not actually 
served two terms because his policies have been 
“cancelled, vetoed by the supreme court” and 
his office “stolen by tories and political in- 
grates” is to display a lack of understanding of 
the American system of government seldom 
shown by men holding office of public trust. 
It would be as logical to argue that George 
Washington (or his descendants) should still be 
holding the presidential office because he never 
served a term in which he was given, com- 
pletely, his own way in the operation of the 
executive branch of government. If one were 
to accept this strange theory of Senator Guf- 
fey’s, the legislative and judicial branches of 
the government would become merely useless 


appendages operating at the whim of a creature 


in the White House. 

The question of the third term will be settled 
by Mr. Roosevelt;:if not by Mr. Roosevelt, by 
the Democratic convention; if not by the con- 
vention, then at the ballot box, but never by 
the incendiary mouthings of “practical poli- 
ticians.”

What attitude does the intelligent liberal take 


toward current government spending for relief? 


His natural reaction is that men and women 
must not be allowed to suffer for adequate food 
and shelter because something went wrong with 
our economic system ten years ago. The problem 
of unemployment does not belong to the unem- 
ployed alone, but to all of us. 

It is important, however, to weigh the problem 
of relief, like any other problem affecting the 
country as a whole, on scales which register not 
only immediate consequences, but the long-term 
probabilities as well. We Americans hope to live 
together as a democratic family a good many 
years yet. We cannot afford to jeopardize our 
tomorrows by making too merry now. 

As clear as day is the fact that unless federal 
finances can be brought under control, unless the 
budget is balanced and deficit operations halted, 
the country faces ultimate disaster. The national 
credit even of the richest country in the world 
cannot stand up indefinitely against fiscal prac- 
tices which violate every rule of sound finance. 

Whatever the form of disaster — whether a 
complete collapse of the nation’s credit or a wide- 
spread inflation—the men who will be hardest hit 
and least able to defend themselves are those 
already victims of industrial and economic malad- 
justment. The strong will somehow muddle 
through. The weak have no avenue of escape. 

The intelligent liberal advocates appropriations 
on an adequately generous scale. He does not, 
however, lose sight of the ultimate good. He 
abhors waste of public funds, whatever its purpose.

is almost universally quoted, Thomas E. Dewey now talks as though 

the Republican presidential nomination were his already. His self- 

confidence is not surprising, however, for the queue of~* potent 

callers at his office would convince most young men that they were 
already in the White House. : | 

In these last months, national committeemen and committee- 
women, local Republican satraps, state chairmen, senators and the 
like have been as thick around Dewey as flies around honey. One 
day last week, while the governors’ conference was in progress, he 
breakfasted with one important governor at 8, and consumed a 
second early-morning meal with another governor at 9. During the 
New York meeting of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, great publicists flocked so numerously to him that he had to 
step up his usual schedule of about eight visitors a day to nearly 
double that number. 

Furthermore, many of these potent Dewey callers do not leave 
without saying the words that even a man who is “not a candidate” 
most likes to hear—“I’m for you, and I want you to count on me.” 
Indeed, Dewey’s local supporters say that their man is having a 
hard time restraining friends in other states, who keep writing in 
“when can we take the wraps off and go to work?” Altogether, 
Dewey’s candidacy has every outward appearance of extreme pros- 


perity. 


DELEGATES, COME TO ME The Dewey strategy is appar- 

ently to let the polls prove his 
availability for the present, while he calmly gathers in the.promises 
that the polls bring to his door. His chief political adviser—the man 
who comes nearest to being his manager—is the shrewd old former 
federal district attorney, George Z. Medalie. Medalie was in close 
touch with Dewey during his big cases, notably the Hines trial, 
and is now reported to be presiding over a kind of makeshift 
Dewey headquarters. 

Nevertheless, Dewey stoutly denies that Medalie is heading up a 
delegate hunt. He maintains that no one has been authorized to 
roam the country as a Dewey bagman. He even says that no con- 
tributions have been accepted, although several individuals have 
already boasted they are among Dewey’s backers. 

These reported Dewey pooh-poohings of the stories about his 
candidacy must, of course, be viewed as the statements of a poli- 
tician. No doubt they are perfectly true in detail, but, at the same 
time, someone has perhaps accepted money to be spent in pushing 
Dewey. Very likely many of those who have promised to support 
him have returned to their home states to work for a Dewey dele- 
gation. Politics works that way. 

What is more, if Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, for example, 
seems to be getting there first with a more active delegate-hunting 
technique, Dewey will probably swing his organization into action 
wherever he can. Even now, he cannot be quite so passive as 
claimed, if authoritative reports are correct that he has certain 
southern delegations in his pocket. Republican delegations from the 
south have to be gone after, and with a checkbook, too, 


THE GRAND DETERMINATION There is a rather Roose- 


veltian flavor about 
Dewey. The energy, the vitality, the ambition and the egotism, the 
smile and the distinct mystery as to his opinions—all these qualities 
recall the Roosevelt of the pre-convention period, when confidence 
ran as high at the Albany executive mansion as it does now in the 
New York district attorney’s office. Curiously enough, Dewey has 
even borrowed a patented Rooseveltian technique for his campaign. 

He has, in fact, his own Moleys, his Tugwells, and his Berles. 
Like the Roosevelt brain-trust, these academic advisers of Dewey’s 
are kept much in the background, and their names are great secrets, 
Nevertheless, his staff admits that he is following a policy of con- 
tinuous consultation with acknowledged experts in such fields as 
agriculture, labor and general economics. No doubt the experts will 
have much influence on the Dewey program, as the brain-trust had 
on the Roosevelt program, before Dewey reveals what he thinks in 
his speeches next fall. 

Altogether, the impression you get of the Dewey organization is 
that, while unobtrusive, it is hard-working, well-greased and effi- 
cient. Dewey himself is Number One man, running his own can- 
didacy so busily that one wonders how he also manages to do his 
district attorney’s job. Dewey is determined to win, and the prophet

very foolish prophet indeed.

resolution did not repudiate or 
condemn Communism itself, and, 
while the congress retains its pres- 
ent character, it can work for Mos- 
cow in the manner described by 

B. Matthews, the backslid fel- 
owtraveler, who testified before 
the Dies committee last fall. 

Touching on the subject of an 
organization which Mrs. Roose- 
velt honored with her presence, 
thus again affirming the sympathy 
of the New Deal with organiza- 
tions in which Communists are 
influential, Mr. Matthews wrote 
that the Young Communist League, 
in concert with left-wing Social- 
ists, captured the congress in its 
infancy. 

“This is made clear in Wolf 
Michal’s report to the Sixth World 
Congress of the Young Communist 
International,” Mr. Matthews 
wrote. “Writing of this capture, 
Wolf Michal said: “Thanks to the 
joint participation of the young 
American comrades with the So- 
cialist and other non-Fascist youth 
at the congress, our Young Com- 
munist League helped to bring 
about the unity of several non- 
Fascist organizations with a mem- 
bership of over a million.

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It already is a familiar story that less than 17 per cent of our © 
high school graduates go to college. We are an agrarian state and 


yet we have done comparatively little to teach young men to handle 
agrarian problems. : 

Not until recent years was there any teaching of soil or forest 
conservation. Not until a few years ago was there any sort of plan- 
ned teaching to fit the needs of the agricultural belt of the state. 

Sixty-seven per cent of the farms in the state are cotton type 
farms yet they all have, or should have, contributory enterprises. 

The boys and girls who have been going to our rural high schools 
have had too little opportunity to receive any training which would 
fit them for serving their own home or community. Many schools 
have no home economics department for girls. Many have no voca- 
tional agricultural training. 


The great mass of 85 per cent which does not even enter college, 
has been getting too little out of their schooling. The welfare rolls 
and all relief rolls can tell a dramatic story of inadequate education. 
Sometimes it was not even enough to train the minds to act with 
enough alacrity to hold a job requiring even the simplest of skills. 
Sometimes it was training which provided a superficial outlook and 
no incentive to taKe a job which required hard work. 


OUT-OF-SCHOOL TEACHING It is obvious one of the 

teaching needs is not even 
provided for, except through vocational agricultural teachers. That 
is the need for teaching out-of-school youths and farmers. 


The department experts estimate there are available in Georgia 
only 273 such teachers and that a total of 1,572 is needed really to 
do the job. This is for the white farmers and farm youths out of 
school. A total of 483 colored teachers are needed to do this same 
job for those of their own race. 


It ought not to be forgot that the white tenant farmer and 
sharecropper in Georgia greatly outnumbers the negro tenants and 
croppers. 


It is estimated that 594 agricultural teachers will meet the needs 
of the in-school group. But 1,782 white and colored teachers are 
needed to train farmers how to use their intelligence in solving 
the pressing problems of agriculture and markets. 

Teaching for out-of-school youths and adults on the farms of 
Georgia, vitally is important if the problem is to be started on the 
way to solution in this and the next generation. 

We cannot solve the problems of unemployment until the agri- 
cultural problem is solved; until our high schools in the rural sec- 
tions teach soil erosion control, enrichment of soil, production of 
foodstuffs, animal husbandry, home building and improvement and 
other allied subjects. There is no reason why a farmer should not 
be educated for his profession, The proper approach must be made 
through the schools. 


THE COLD, HARD FACTS These are the cold, hard facts. 

Ae Forty-eight per cent of the citi- 
zens of Georgia live on the farm. A much larger percentage are 
residents of rural communities. 


The social, economic and political status of these people deter- 
mine the condition of the state of Georgia. Industry will increase 
and is increasing. Yet the state will remain an agricultural state. 

The trend away from the farm is being checked by the work 
of the vocational agricultural teachers in the high schools of the 
state. Their number is inadequate. There are needed teachers-for 
those out of school and those in school. 


There are only two or three counties where a vocational teacher 
is available the entire year. The county must assume this extra 
cost if one is provided. Where they have been provided the results 
have been not at all short of phenomenal. They have done much 
with adult education, another form of teaching for the out-of-school 
groups. 

The College of Agriculture cannot meet the demand for teachers 
and for positions offered by commercial companies. Few of the 
college graduates return to the farm. The high schools, which send 
so few to college and send so many into the crowded field where 
there is competition for jobs, must supply the answer. 

The solution of any problem eventually must be translated 
through an educational channel.

My dear Louise: 


_ Yesterday, when you appeared in your new bathing suit, I no- 
ticed things that troubled me. Your shoulder blades are no longer 
flat, but stick out like budding wings, and you are letting yourself 
hang loose at the midriff.

I suppose I lool-ed you over with a sharper eye because of what 
I saw at the drugstore yesterday. I was sitting at a back table 
when the place was invaded by a flock of girls, apparently ranging 


| ing in age from 14 to 18—high school kids. They had come from 


every part of the country to attend some kind of convention. All 
were in slacks or backless frocks or similar informal garb that 
showed them no mercy. 

Their faces were pretty, most of them, but otherwise they dif- 
fered so much they might have belonged to different species. Some 
were fat, some medium, some skinny. But, fat or thin, only one in 
the lot had a graceful carriage. Their shoulders were stooped and 
the blades protruded; they stood sway-backed, with abdomens 
hanging. If they had been young horses, offered for sale to the 
government’s remount agents, few if any would have been accepted. 

As I noticed you because of them, so I noticed their imperfec- 
tions because I had spent the morning with old Geographics, exam- 
ining pictures of Malays of East India and Siamese and South Sea 
Islanders in natural color. 

These people weren’t select specimens, but run of the mill. Yet 
all of them—little kids, fryin’ size girls and mature men and women 
—had flat-backed, straight-limbed, exquisite bodies. They were 
uniform, as deer and robins and foxes are. 

I suppose a sun-worshiper would say these people are sound be- 
cause they wear few clothes and spend their lives in sunshine, and 
that may be part of the answer. But Swedes are neither nude nor 
sun-bathed, and they have beautiful bodies. 

I don’t know why we aren’t producing good animals, unless it’s 
want of trying. Recent tests of school kids showed that 25 per cent 
in one New York school had tuberculosis;.-45 per cent in one school 
in the Great Lakes region had incipient goitre; 35 per cent in one 
southern country were undernourished. That may explain much. 

Poverty isn’t the cause. Joe Louis spent his boyhood in Alabama, 
the son of a poor farm hand; and many of the prosperous, consid- 
ered as animals, grade at the bottom. 

Maybe we would do better if our bodies were exposed like the 
Malay’s. We aren’t ashamed of faults that are hidden by clothes. 

That remedy is out, but I can give you another of proven worth. 
Jack Dempsey, they say, has the most graceful walk in the land, 
He owes that to highly-trained muscles. And there you have it. 
You can’t have good muscles without long-continued hard work or 
the equivalent in exercise, and you can’t have grace and correct 
posture without good muscles to hold you up. The prettiest shoul- 
ders I know belong to a lady who scrubs her own floors. 


Take your choice, my dear—build muscle and be a good animal,

There are literally dozens of 
ways to reinforce the summer diet 
with calories. Since butter and 
cream are the most easily digested 
forms of fat, and since fat is the 
food element highest in calories, 
these two items offer the best 
means of increasing the calorie in- 
take. Use butter and mayonnaise 
on sandwiches and cream on 
cereals and summer berries. 

Calories in the form of nut 
meats and cream mayonnaise can 
be added to any chopped meat 
Sandwiches . . . and wouldn’t the 
reducers go for that! If you like 
peanut butter sandwiches, toss in 
a few raisins for extra calories and 
flavor and use a little mayonnaise 
on the bread. 

You need a vegetable or fruit 
salad every day as a source of 
vitamins and the addition of 
French dressing or cream mayon- 
naise can change a salad into a 


.| weight-gaining dish. When we're 


gaining weight, our favorite salad 
is made of luscious black cherries 
and banana slices. Take the pits 
out of the cherries and in their 
place slip nutmeats. Arrange on 
crisp lettuce with slices of banana 
and a cream cheese ball. 

A snowball salad is another 
recipe that rolls up calories. Re- 
fill the halves of a fresh peach 
with creamed cheese and chopped 
nuts. Fit the halves together and 
roll first in mayonnaise, then in 
shredded coconut. 

Do not let summer beverages 
crowd milk out of your menu. Get 
your three glasses every day and, 
if possible, pour in a little extra 
cream. For the sake of digestion 
and palatability, it is important 
to include one hot food with each 
meal. If you have a cold meat, 
have a hot vegetable. 

One of the surest ways of build- 
ing a normal appetite is to follow 
a normal diet and although you 
may take as many fattening foods 
as you wish, you must have daily 
two or three cooked vegetables, 
plus raw vegetables, fresh fruits, 
fruit juices, milk and eggs. Too 
many thin girls live on.sandwiches 
and iced tea!

Q. Give a recipe for home-made 
apple-pectin extract. 

A. Select firm, tart, sound, 
hard-ripe rather than mealy-ripe 
apples. Scrub, cut out the imper- 
fect spots, then slice thin, retain- 
ing skins and cores. For each 4 
pounds of prepared apples use 
4 1-2 pints of water. Place the 
apples and water in a large shal- 
low pan to allow rapid boiling; 
cover and boil 20 minutes. Strain 
through four’ thicknesses. of 
cheesecloth until the juice stops 
dripping. Repeat the process, add- 
ing the same quantity of water and 
boiling and straining as before. 
The two extractions should amount 
to 3 quarts. Boil this juice rapidly 
in a pan large enough so that the 
liquid will be 2 inches deep, until 
the juice is reduced to one-fourth 
of its original volume, usually 30 
to 40 minutes. There should be 
1 1-2 pints of the concentrated 
apple juice or pectin extract. If 
the extract is not to be used at 
once, pour it while hot into ster- 
ilized half-pint jars, partially seal, 
process on a rack in a boiling wa- 
ter bath for 20 minutes, complete 
the seal, and store in a cool, dry 
place. Once the canned extract is 
opened, it must be used immedi- 
ately, as it will not keep.

Recently, after a great deal of re- 
search and grave neglect of my 
bowling, I expressed this conclu- 
sion: 

“It is fair to say that every 
tooth lost by disease, accident or 
design 


tion unless—and I say this with 
great conviction that I am right— 
unless its function is carried on 
by a suitable denture.” 


Oddly enough the first to ele- 
vate an eyebrow at this, so far as 
I know, was a dentor. And charac- 
teristically, I regret to say, the 
dentor contented himself with cit- 
ing for the benefit of my corre- 
spondent, the case of a well- 
known character in the commu- 
nity who had had all his teeth, 
or all he had not already lost, ex- 
tracted ages ago and was gumming 
his way along in fine fettle still, at 
the age of 76, whereas, according 
to my dictum, the man should 
have joined his forefathers 30 
years ago. 

Another conclusion I didn't 
draw from my own researches but 
approved and quoted here, is that 
for every inch by which the waist 
line exceeds the chest measure- 
ment after the age of 30 one may 
deduct from one to two years from 
one’s life expectation.

THREATS RELATED
